NUMPHRED, AT DRUMHELLER "To Abs Whest Crops 


(Special to The Bulictin) 

ALIX, Aug. 1—Something 
closely resembling a resurrec- 
tion from the dead has taken 
| place with the crops in this 
district sinee the rains of the 
last few days. 

A week ago the grain fields 
appeared to be a useless waste, 
and there was little hone 
among the farmers of obtain- 
ing enough grain to merit the 
name of a crop. 

Today all that is changed. 
The welcome rains, coming 
just when all seemed lost, 
have done their work. Much 
of the wheat now gives pro 
mise of yielding fifteen to 
twenty bushels to the acre, 
and the oats, which had been 
=ven up as a total loss, pro- 

mise a good crap. 

It is estimated that the aver- 
age yield over the entire dis- 
trict will be twelve to fifteen 
bushels, and it would havo 
been greater if some farmers 
had not stampeded and pas- 
tured their wheat.

Leopold, according to the doctor, 
suffered from an “inferiority com- 
plex,” as a child, being small in sta- 
ture, sickly, and having been sent 
for the start of his education to a

Falsehood 
“In adolescen=s, Loeb 
himself in phantasies of a career 
{which made him either the world’s 
| greatest detector of crime, or the 
|“master mind” of a band of under

|for advice and followed his slightest 
signs.” 

Falsehood, used first successfully 
to outwit his govern-ss, was devel- 
}oped at this stage until it extended 
to his tamily and daily companions. 
“Dickie once shot a hole in his 
shirt, then called on a girl and pos- 
ed as a bootlegger,” said Dr. White 
| At the same stage of life, the doc- 
\tor said, Leopo!A was devoting his 
energies to erection of his fortifica- 
|tion of intelligence. 

“Babe, like Dickie, had phantas- 
jies, but of a different character,” 
jsaid D7. White. “He visioned him- 
self as abused and was interested in 
| visualizing someone who had been 
{nailed down. But particularly one 
| phantasy ran through many years of 
his experience. This was his kine 
slave phantasy. Sometimes ne was 
king and again the slave. Moro 
fenerally the latter, frequently fight- 
ing numerous enemies to save his 
king from harm. 

Leopold's Intelligence 

Both early began to smoke and 
drink, their precocity having 
thrown them into contact with older 
boys, the witness pointed out Loet 
| took up with these habits, the doctor 
said, becausc he wished to appear 
grown and they also helped him to 
| stifle his self-criticism. Leopold de- 
nied that his idea was to imitate his 
elders. 

When it carne to the Franks case, 
it was Leopold who used his unusual 
intelligence to work out dctails of 
the plot, in the opinion of the wit 
ness.

pact,” said Dr. White. “In Babe's 
case it was not especially serious, 
but Dicki« did think of killing Babe. 
because, as ho gave it to me, the 
latter after all had no stomach and 
he felt the day might come when he 
would get kim into trouble.” 

Motives Found 

Motives for the crime were found 
|by Dr. **\cte in the phantasies of 
|the youths. He said Dickie fre- 
quently had visioned himself as in 
prison, surrounded by abused and 
‘naked men and women and with girls 
Sazing at him through the bars. 

“Dickie had six definite objectives, 
the joy ‘n planning, the thrill in con- 
templation, the enticipation of get- 
ting th’ ransom money, the public- 
ity, his own discussions or the crime 
with others, and last and jeast, the 
$10,000 ransom itself,’ said the wit- 
ness. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Crowe 
brought out that the dcector was re- 
ceiving a fee of $250 a day.

Many a homemaker has been told 


br architects and house painters 
that the only sanitary walis are 
bare walls—meaning painted or 
kalzomined walls. It is just such 
gross untruths as this one that have 
rept many homes looking more like 
Prisons than dwellings. That wall- 
Paper is unsanitary is a superstition 
almost of the same magritude as the 
old belief that the earth was as flat 
as a ,@ncake. 

In the light of recent research it 
has developed that wallpaper pos- 
sesses super-saMtary qualities, par- 
ticularly when, as a part of prepara- 
tion work, the old wallpaper is re- 
moved and the plastered walls are 
weli washed dowr end allowed to 
dry by ventilation. The new wall- 
paper, being fresh and clean, is 
Placed upon the wall with paste 
Partly composed of disinfectants and 
germicides. 

Disease-breeding germs cannot 
propagate on a porus and well ven- 
tilated wall, and ‘t is well known 
that air will pass freety through 
; brick apd plastered walls. The ap- 
| plication of wallpaper in no way re- 
tars ventilation because of its own 
natura! porousness; whereas a wali 
that has been treated with varnish 
or paint to hermetically sealed. The 
non-porus surface thus presented al. 
lows the lodgment of germ-laden 
drops of moisture and these ‘jrops 
of moisture make fertile ffelis for 
the rapid propagation of ge>mez. 

The agitators who look with sus- 
picion upon papered walls have 
lacked the courage to attack rugs 
and draperies along the same lizes, 
and yet were they ever to look at 
the contents of a vacuum cleaner or

The designs for this house calls for casement 
windows, a departure from the usual Colonia!

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Art In Selecting 
Wallpaper 


(BY A DECORATION EXPERT) 

Have your wallpaper suit your 
house as well as your furniture, or 
your walls will look as if they be- 
longed somewhere else. Tapestry 
papers suit furniture of almost any 
style, but Jacobean, Italian, and 
heavy oak, especially. With tapestry- 
uphoistered furniture, however, an- 
other paper is often mvre contrast- 
ing ard pleasant. Never use them 
with gilded furniture, or where a 
delicate, or frolicsome effect is de- 
sired. 

Tapestry paper, as a rule, cannot 
take pictures, ‘t is itself pictorial. 
In the indefinite foiimge patterns : ° 
light shades, :t is possible to hang 
a fairly strong picture. No water- 
color or etching should ever be 
placed on a tapestry background. 

“ Wallpapers And Draperies 

Not only the color but the texture 
of neighboring papers and draperies 
must harmonize. Don't use thin 
silk curtains against burlap wails. 
Velour does not go with chintz 
pe » Bor madras with a leather. 

Phe patterns of wails aa2 nang- 
ings must be harmonious and not 
clashing. Too much pattern ic bad. 
I’ is a geafe generalizaiion to have 
Plain curtains with « figured wall,

Strict Supervision Needed If | 
Traffic Not Impeded, As' 
At Present 


Changes {tn the policy of regulat- 


ing ifaffic in Bdmonton are sug- | 
gested in a letter that has been re- | 
ceived by Mayor Kenneth A./ 
| Blatchford from the Kdmonton | 
‘Automobile and Geed Roads Asac- 
ciation, } 

The present parking regulatiois 
are particularly discussed and 


Mayor Blatchford has replied that 
these matters have been under con- 
aideration by the city authorities 
for some time, and that he has 
taken the maiter up with the Chief 
of Pclioo with further changes in 
view. 

The letter to the Mayor declared 
that the present custom of park- 
ing In the centre of the streets and 
along the curb as well, tented to tn- 
convenionice moving traffic, parti- 
culariy in suoh places as 100th 
Avenue, near the McLeod Rulliding 
and the Post Office, It suggested 
that such parking should be more 
strictly supervived, It said further 
that parking on Jasper Avenue 
should be more strictly supervised, 
in order that the street should not 
become teo crowded with parked 
cara, 

The Mayor's attention waa call- 
ed to the fact that a large number 
of vehicles proceed along the busy 
streets at a very slow rate of speed, 
an4 many of them Impede faster 
moving vehicles by hugging the car 
tracks, It waa suggested that slow 
moving vehicles be required to keep 
to the right, thus allowing those 
who wished, to pass them. 

A fourth inatter brought up was 
the method of turning corners, The 
letter urged that motorists should 
be forced to keep as close to the 
eurb as possible when turning to 
the right, and as close to the center 
pole as possible when turning to the 
left. This, it was e@ald, weuld tend 
to allow other traffic to proceed 
more quickly and with greater 
safety. 

The present policy of traific rean- 
lation, as interpreted, ‘he letter 
contended, tends to slow up traffin 
rather than to apeed it up, and an 
attempt should be made {to reverse 
this situation,

$1,500 For Every Shot 
HE operation of firing these gigantic guns 
can be performed twice every minute, 
Truly a remarkable feat! 
So far the Hood has fired but 20 rounds per 
It costs $1,500 every time a service round 


is diseharged from each turret Owing to the 


tremendous strain on the gun its iife is short. 
About 200 rounds is the limit. Service rounds 
hewever, have to be fired at stipulated intervals 
for teat purposes 

The shock of discharge sends these guns back 
three fost. The reeni)] ic taken up by glycerine 
and air, the latter being compressed 1,000 pounds 
to the square inch. 

The greatest feature of these rifles, as the 
sallors call them, is their accuracy, At @ range 
of 20 miles the shells ean be dropped within 50 
yards of the target. No better gun has been 
turned out by the British nave! experts. 

Owing t6 the immense amount of machinery 
in the gun turrets, there is very littie room for 
getting about. But despite the lack of fort- 
room officers can direct the fire of their own 
turret. Should the contrvi and conning towers 
be shot away and the turrets be told to carry on 
independentiy, the turret range finders are 
brought inte play. There are three sets of con 
trols for each turret should the action be hot 
and things be carried away. Even in the event 
of the supply of electricity from the main dyna- 
mos in the engine room teing cut off each turret 
has storage batteries to carry on with, while 
should this in turn fall, there are the oli lamps, 

All eight 15-inch guns can be fired from al- 
most any angle at one time In the gun turrets 
no noise is heard, but outside the air is split 
with the degfeninpe roar, doors and glasses are 
broken and the giant ship reels over like @ 
druaken man 

Now for the engines. You toll down several 
ladders-—it is # toiling job, as there are no hand 
rails, elusive chains and ropes providing but 
wavering support—end finally arrive where it 
is warm and stuffy. Instinctively you know you 
are near the engine-room. 

A dear old lady who wag feeling the stress 
of so many ladders and the closeness of the 
atmosphere, when shown the opening to the 
engineroom, remarked to her eailor guide: 

“Well, surely xvbere cant be anything down 
there! I've come down so many ladders Im 
sure I'm at the bottom of the ship.”

Engines 187,000 Horsepower! 
HE greatest horsepower ever placed in a 
ship is in the engine. bed of the Hood. it 
reaches the enormous total of 157,000 horse 
power and approximately 40,000 passes through 
each gearing to a propeller, about the amount 
it takes to drive all screws on the Mauretania, 
queen of the Atlantic. 

Each propelier that the Hood swings is 17% 
feet in diameter, and the main ahafts are 309 
feet long and weigh 100 tons. The total weight 
of machinery in the Hood is 6,000 tongs, which 
equais four times the net tonnage of the Torento 
Sleamer Cayuga. 

To provide the enormous steam pressure re 
quired for these tremendous turbines, there are 
38 botiers, which held 1,000 tens, er 268,000 gal- 
lons, of water. 

Oil-burners heat the bellers and e@ full head 
of steam can be raised in an hour. The Hood 
carries 4,000 tons ef oll. 

Although the engineroom is @ place of mys: 
tery and gyeat interest, the stuffiness seon 
makes maket one long for the fresh air. Be, 
mounting heif @ dozen ladders, you get back to 
the deck, and a trip up the many ladders of the 
foremast will reward one with a beautiful view 
of the racing lines of the ship. The Hood he- 
gins to taper away to her knifelike bow from 
the break of her superstructure, @ distance of 
about 276 feet. The deck is clear of any ob- 
siacles save for the two lines of white anchor 
chains which run from the lockers to the hawae 
pipes, a few ring bolts and the capstan. LEacn 
link of the anchor chain is three and a half 
inches thick aud each of the four anchors weighs 
nine and a half tons. 

The quarter deck of the Hood, like the for- 
ward deck, is clean. There is nothiig.te carry 
away in action, When the Hood is driving at 
full speed her quarter deck js quite often awash. 

Having seen the engines you will be anxious 
to make a more minute inspection of her lines. 
On the forward deck you look over the rail at the 
water but discover that in order to see where 
the side touches ihe water you must. ewing right 
out over. The flare to the Hood's sides is the 
greatest ever put on a ship, At no place in her 
cxireme length is the beam greater at the water- 
line than it is at the main deck. The enormous 
iength is gleo for the purpose of increasing her 
apeed. 


World’s Most Complete Wireless 
HE flare to the sides is aleo fov the purpose 
of reduviie “hances of @ direct hit on 
the avmer plating. 2 shell will only strike a 
glancing biow on | Hoot, whereas it would 
g0 through the arr» of a ship with less flare. 
The Hood '« © .ctleally torpedo proof. Mer 
engineroom, always the vulnerable part of @ 
vessel, is not exposed to danger. Over almost 
the entire longth the ship is protected by a 
double “skin.” If the torpedo sirlkep this it 
detenates and the rea! side of the ship, made 
up of twelve inches of armor-plating, backed up 
with one and @ half inches of tensible steel, is 
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able to withstand the force of the 2xplosion, The 
Hood is really a ship within a ship. This is one 
of the lessons of Jutland. 

The armor plating on the Hood weighs 
tons. 

A striking thing about the Hood js that there 
are only 76 portholes in-her entire hull. Theso 
things are done away with in order to make her 
armor-plating all the more effective. Owing to 
the thickness of the plating, very little ligat 
would get in anyway. The Hood is artificiality 
lighted and ventilated throughout. Hundreds of 
fans circulate the air. 

The wireless sets on the Hood are the most 
complete in the world. The public is barred 
from entering the wireless rooms owing to the 
many secret devices, 

The Heod tx sever out of touch with land. 
She has spokex wit: stations 6,000 miles away. 
Forty-nine officers and men do nothing but loox 
atfer this wonderful apparatus. There are seven 
different wireless rooms, the central one being 
op the bridge. 

There are nine aerials which contain five 
miles of wire, There are eight transmitting sets 
and thirteen receiving sets, the latter ranging 
in wave lengths from 100 to over 25,000 metres. 

There is a telephone exchange on board. 
There are phones all over the ship. You can 
pick up one and call central and then get yeur 
number. There are no “hello girls” on the ship's 
strength, however. 

In the galley the Hood has many innovaticus. 
The cook stoves all burn oil. The bake ovens 
turn out 1,300 loaves of bread a day. All vege- 
tables are peeled by machinery.

Arthur Nash of Cincinnati Tries Moral 
Venture in Toiling and Gets 
Too Rich 


GIVING AWAY A FORTUNE 
SO WON'T BE MILLIONAIRE 


EOPLE said he was crazy when, five years 
ago, Arthur Nash of Cincinnati started to 
conduct his tailoring business by the golden 

rule. But success attended so closely on his 
novel venture that recently he announced ais 
intention of handing over $600,000 worth of stock 
in the company to his employes in order to pre 
vent himself from becoming a millionaire anf 
to carry out the principle on which his businesa 
is staked. This achievement attracts unusual 
attention from the press, and Mr. Nash's sanity 
is generally admitted, But whether the golden 
rule, ag applied by him, would be uniformly suc- 
cessful if generally applied is a matter of debate. 

Ne man, thinks Mr, Nash, should have so 
much money. “If I took this $600,000 and per- 
sonally sppropriated it,” he told Ais employes, 
"I would be the arch fiend of the ages. If I 
snatched this money that you have helped to 
earn away from you, my Own conscience would 
condemn me for being the greatest robber thet 
ever walked en God's footstool.” So Mr. Nash is 
getting rid of the big surplus in accordance with 
the great principle which has animated him in 
his dealings wita his employes, but in such a 
manner as to protect the business and inexperi- 
enced stockholders. 

The story of “Golden Rule” Nash's rise is 
the record of a business miracle. The tailoring 
eencern that employed twenty-nine persons at 
the start now employs about 6,000. In five years 
and five months the business grew from $182,000 
a year to $7,000,000 a vear. Since the summer cf 
1920, in addition to large cash dividends, the 
company hag issued one stock dividend of 200 
per cent., another of 100 per cent., and early 
in May the directors declared another steck divi- 
dend of 100 per cent. During this development, 
Mr. Nash informed his employes, he accumu- 
lated approximately $600,000 in stock and the 
workers more then $300,000. 

It became apparent to him that he would 
soon become a multi-millionaire if the preceas 
continued, so he consulted economists, seciclo- 
gists and preachers as to the best means of ayaid- 
ing the calamity aad at the same time keep (le 
husiness intact and in its present presperoys 
state. Dr. Harold Marshall of Boston, one of 
those consulted, advised that in the interests of 
the great principle at stake ii would be necessary 
for Mr. Nagh to retain control for a time.

adults go away to gather food. With the 
powerful binoculars I have often picked up the 
sentry as he stood on the extremity of the tallest 
tree, but I never saw him until after he had 
seen me. Before I could get to the colony he 
had his radio at work and from all directions 
the others were returning. During the nesting 
season the heron becomes very vicious and will 
resent anyone climbing his tree to leave his 
calling card. On occasions they will build at 
lower levels and in such cases will generally 
think twice before attacking the nature photo- 
grapher, especially if he is armed with an axe 
in addition to his other equipment. 

The nest of the heron is a huge affair com- 
posed of large sticks interwoven and plas 
tered with a large quantity of mud. They 
return to the same nests year after year, 
and as the coleny grows they build 
new ones. I have estimated the weight of 
some nests at five hundred pounds, and in a 
large colony it is not unusual to find several 
nests on the ground. If they fall with the young 
in them the parents do not seem to care anything 
further and will let the helpless ones starve to 
death or be eaten by foxes. This would tend to 
disrupt the popular theory that the siork cares 
about babies, but it is probably a safety first 
movement, as the fox is ever on the look-eut for 
a heron dinner, and the heron cannot rise to 
the wing very quickly from the ground. His 
long legs trail out and tempt the fox to follow. 

After the preliminary excitement of the arri- 
val of a human visitor subsides it is possible to 
get some very decent pictures, especially if the 
camera is equipped with a long-range lens. The 
herons will stand by their nest and pose for 
several minutes, allowing the use of long expo- 
sures for detail. If you want to tempt them to 
the shore after you have your Camera set and 
focused, choose an open spot and put a small 
supply of dead fish. You should not have to 
wait long from your place of concealment. The 
heron is a wonderful scavenger, and we do no* 
think of his efforts in this direction to the tidy 
and sanitary condi.ion of our northern lakes as 
we spend our vacation upon their glassy waters. 

Canada is a favored land amid the nations of 
the North American continent for nature photo- 
graphy; for the reason that so many birds do 
their nest building here. Nature clubs and 
naturalists are only beginning to understand the 
great task that lies before ths camera in. the 
field of Canadian nature study, and I do not 
think it is venturing too far imo the realm of 
prophecy to predict that within the next few 
years there will be Canadians who will become 
internationa:ly famous through their efforts to 
develop this hobby. 


Gigantic Fish Towed 
Boat for Four Hours 


Leaping Tuna of Nova Scotia Has Tre- 
mendous Power, Dash and Activity 


HE great leaping tuna of Nova Scotia is the 
giant of the mackerel tribe. This fish has 
tremendous power and dash, and shows 
this activity ig a spectacular manner both when 
chasing its prey—the berring—and when hooked, 

The fish ranges up to 1,000 pounds in weight, 
specimens of 700 pounds being common. J. K. 
L. Ross, the well-known Montreal sportsman, 
hooked a big fellow at Si. Anne's bay, Nova 
Scotia, which towed his boat around the bay for 
thirteen hours. Mr. Ross had finally to cut the 
line in order to keep an engagement. Later in 
the waters, with hook and line, he landed a tuna, 
which weighed 680 pounds. The fish towed his 
boat around for four and e half hours—hours 
with a tbrill in every minute. Captain L. D. 
Mitchell, an English sportsman, captured a 710- 
pounder at Port Medway, Nova Scotia. When 
the tuna was hooked he leaped high into the 
air, dashed hither and yon, diving, darting and 
fighting every inch of the way. The battle lasted 
for eight hours fifteen minutes, and curing its 
progress the boat was towed ten miles out to 
#26. 

There can be no doubt that the tuna fishing 
with rod and line available in Nova Scotian 
waters, is destined to take its plane aniong the 
most exciting sports on the Ailantic coast of

One trouble with us is work under high pres- 
sure. 


We try hard, most of us, while we are at it. 
Then comes the reaction, which wsually takes the 
form of dejected spirits and pessimistic forebodings. 


Many families are made miserable by the mor- 
ose manner of the heads of families fretting use- 
lessly about the future or chronically gloomy about 
the present. 


Nowhers in the world will you see so many 
gloomy, preoccupied faces as on this continent. That 
is a sign of intensity, of hard striving for success.

We Make Our Troubles Worse by Thinking How Bad They Are. 


We Make Them Lighter by Thinking That They Won’t Last Long; 
That Only Courage and Determination Are Required to Put an End 


to Them. 


But it is also a sign. of nervous wear and tear, of 
early breakdown. 

Remember that cheerfulness OF ITSELF is a 
valuable asset i 

If a doctor looks at his patient and finds a 
wrinkled, nervous man, with constant frowns and 
irritation, he knows that the task of effecting a cure 
will be harder than with a cheerful person. Irri- 
tability POISONS the system. 


Some people are cheerful and smiling. They 
push away their troubles, or deny them. In their 
own phraseology, they say that the things unpleas- 
ant “never happened.” 

We do NOT recommend that style of settling 
life’s problems. 

But we DO recommend the habit of refusing to 
take as final the unpleasant side of life. 


Unfortunately. a little knowledge often leads to 
pessimistic intellectual sourness. * 


A man READS just enough to know how big 
humanity’s problems are. He THINKS just enough 
to realize how feeble is the mind of man in propor- 
tion to the work before it. 


He draws gloomy conclusions for the race, finds 
life not worth while—declares sometimes that the 
world must be governed by an evil spirit—and wher- 
ever he goes he spreads gloom around him. 


He is a human being less admirable than the 
plantation darkey, singing at his work, smiling over 
a poor dinner, and genuinely happy over the wel- 
come home of a little darky baty that cannot hope 
to be President. 


Life IS a big problem, and the achievement even 
of moderate happiness is NOT easy. 


But shall we rnake things any better by groan- 
ing and frowning as we go along, looking down at 
the mud when the stars are there to inspire us? 


Consider the little coral insects that have pro- 
duced big islands in Southern waters. Those little 
creatures at their work below the surface set us a 


good example 


Think of the task which they undertake—with- 
out knowing it. For centuries they work lifting the 
wall of coral slowly from the. bed of the sea toward 
the sunlit surface. Each little hole in the coral is 
the tomb of one worker. Not one of them ever lives 
to see a change. But they work and plod along. At 
last the work is done, the island rises above the sea, 
the soil is formed, birds bring seeds, palms grew, 
human beings appear—the little submarine creat- 
ures have done their work weil, 


So it will be with us. We are a‘sort of coral in- 
slowly from the depths of ignorance, savagery, pov- 
sect, gradually creating a rea! civilization, raising it 
erty and selfishness, up toward the sunlight of just- 
ice and happiness. It is a long work and a hard work. 


BUT WE MIGHT AS WELL BE CHEERFUL 
ABOUT IT and enjoy the work, instead of making 


it worse with growling 


MAKE yourself cheerful (you CAN if you will) 
and thus you will benefit yourself and others. 


There is no greater handicap to success than a 
gloomy face. Many a man has mede his way quick- 
ly simply because men LIKE to see a happy face, 
and they are glad to help one that faces life pluckily 
and cheerfully. 


The kind of man picked out by a Morgan or a 
Rockefelier for hard and important work is THE 
CHEERFUL MAN. They may he types of the 
gloomy, pessimistic man. For money does not make 
them happy, and with no one to control them they 
indulge their tendency to gloom. 


But the MEN THAT THEY PICK OUT AS 
GOOD WORKERS ARE CHEERFUL. 


Rockefelier’s chosen partners are men who 
actually MAKE IT A BUSINESS TO BE CHEER. 
FUL. They know from study of life that there is a 
cash value to the cheerful side, that the man who 
is always READY, finds nothing TOO hard, will be 


always in demand.

Th.re is another important side to cheerfulness, 
and that is its effect upon others, The man whe goes 


home every night with a face irritated and cross is 
simply ruining the lives of those about him. And, 
besides, he is often playing the part of a bully and a 
coward, He inflicts his bad humor on those that cannot de- 
fend themselves or injure him. 


Everything in this life depends on how we FEEL, not 
upon what we HAVE. If every one of us would fight the 
disposition to growl and look on the dark side we should 
advance enormously, If it did any good to be gloomy this 
would not be written, But no matter how hard your life or 
your work is, a sour naturo will only make it HARDER. 


And a pleasant disposition will help at once to better 
your conditions, 

Usually the gloomy man is cne that gives up easily. 

In any fight vou can easily tell Which: man is winning, 
He may be badly battered, perhaps with a black eye and 
other troubles, but he has a pleasant look through it all, and

The moment you 
begin to look ‘‘down on your luck'’ the world changes its 
estimate of you—you are considered a failure by your own 
confession,

Certainly Dawes, as a soldier 
been one of the strangest sights of the war, if 
we are to balieve the stories about bim now.. 
“] Bave no illusions about being a soldier,” 
Dawes once confided to an investigating commit- 
tee of the house of representatives. The story 
of his leather puttees was long a classic in 
army circles. After enduring the pain of his 
new pultees as long as possible he blushingly 
confided iis agony to a fellow officer. On czx- 
amination it was revealed that the soldier- 
bauker was wearing a pair of gerters beneath 
the leather. His subsequent explanation that 
“po metal can touch you,” failed to ward off 
the laugh at his expense 

The opinion of Dawes, himself, about all this 
“soldier business” may be gethered from the 
fact that throughout his cAreer as an officer 
he fought bard for two things. One was that the 
system of awarding decorations to higher-ups at 
headquarters be considerably modified, gad the 
other was that some means be worked out of 
giving enlisted men commissions, where desery- 
ed, much more quickly. “The history of this 
war,” said be, “will be written around achieve- 
menuis not shoulder straps “Don't call me 
general,” be once shouted at a congressman, who 
had addressed him by his military title.

“IT went back to Lackewaxen and told 
story to my wife. Let no man ever doubt 
faith and spirt and love of awoman!
